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must be fed and clothed, and unless the Baptists df Mississippi 
come up to their help, they must suffer. We learn from Brother 

/ Towers that they have not three days’ provisions on hand. We 
recommend that a cash contribution and subscription be now taken 
up, and that each of the churches: as soon as practicable, appoint 
ap agent to collect and forward money and supplies,

CONSTITUTION. 


Articne 1. This Association shall be called the Trepan Baptist 
ASSOCIATION. 

Axt. IT. It shall be composed of persons who have been duly 
elected delegates by the respective churches belonging to this Union. 

Art, Ill, The delegates representing the different churches, shall, 
at the opening of each Association, present the letters, sPecitying 
their appointment, and also showing the number baptized, receiv 
by letter, dismissed, excluded, restored and dead, during the year, 
together with the whole number in fellowship. 

Art. 1V. Every church belonging to this body shall be entitled 
to three delegates, until they number fifty members, and then one 
for each fifty above that number, 7 

Art, V. Churches of this Union failing to represent themselves 
for three successive meetings, shall he considered as dropped by the 
Association 

Art. VI. New churches may be admitted into this body by signi- 
fying their wishes by letter and delegates, provided they be deemed 
orthodox, and are willing to walk in fellowship with us. 

Art. VIL This body shall have a Moderator, Treasurer and 
Clerk, who shall be chosen at each annual meeting, (by private 
ballot,) so soon as letters from the churches are read and members’ 
names enrolled. 

Art. VIII, This body shall have no power to adopt rules that 
shall infringe upon the menerotante and rights of churches, yet it 
may drop such churches as become disorderly, either in doctrine or 
discipline, 

Arr. IX. This body shall have a fund for its expenses, and 
churches may send up funds for domestic or foreign missions, or 
for the Bible cause. This Association shall take charge of such 
funds and appropriate them as designated by the churches. 

Arr, X. if a church have a difficulty with another church, we 
advise her to take steps laid down in the eighteenth chapter of 
Matthew. And no difficulty between churches will be entertained 
by this body, unless such steps shall have been taken. ; 

Art. XI. When churches of this union have gifts they deem 
worthy of ordination, we advise them to call on sister churches for 
two or more ministers tO set apart such gifts to the work of the 
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gospel ministry, according to the New Testament ; and we advise 
all Presbyteries in the ordination of ministers and deacons, and 
constitution of churches, to be governed by the Abstracts of 
Principles of this Association. . 

Arr. XII. This Association will correspond with sister Associa- 
tions of the same faith and order. 

Arr. XIIL The minutes of this body shall be read and corrected 
and signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, 
No session shall adjourn, unless in extraordinary cases, until it has 
finished all its business. 

Art. XIV. The Association shall have an Executive Board, con- 
sisting Of the Treasurer and four other members, who shall be.chosen 
annually. 

Arr. XV. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting, by a majority of two-thirds of the members present. 


ABSTRACT OF FAITH. 


Articte 1. We believe in one.only living and true God, the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and these three are one. 

Art. 2. We believe in the Bible to be the word of God, and it is 
our only rule of faith and practice. 

Art. 3. We believe in the total depravity ofhuman nature, and 
that man is dead in trespass and sin. 

Ast. 4. We believe that salvation is the gift of God, by grace 
through faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, and that sinners are justified 
in the sight of God alone by the “Imputed Righteousness” of Jesus 
Christ, which is unto and with them that believe. 

Arr. 5. We believe in the doctrine of Election, that God has 
from the beginning chosen us to salvation through sanctification of 
the spirit and belief of the truth. 

Arr. 6. We believe that the Holy Spirit accompanies the word 
of God in the salvation of man in answer to the prayer of christians. 

Art, 7. We believe in the final perseverance of the saints, and 
that all who traly believe shall be eternally saved. 

Art. 8. We believe that baptism is,immerson alone, and that 
none but true believers are proper subjects of the ordinance, and 
that none but regularly baptized and ordained ministers have a 
right te administer it, and that it is a prerequisite to the Lord’s 
Supper, and all who come to the Lord’s table must come accord- 
ing to the Lord’s word, 
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Art. 9. We believe that a gospel church is a body of true believ- 
ers in Christ, who have been regularly baptized upon a profession 
of their faith in him, and there are but two officers in the church, 
viz: Elder or Pastor, and Deacon, 

Art. 10. We believe it to be the duty of each church to extend 
and circulate the word of God as far as their means and ability 
will enable them. 

Art. 11. We believe in the resurrection of the bodies of all men, 
and in a future and general judgment, and that the happiness of 
the righteous and the punishment of the wicked shall be eternal.

RULES OF ORDER. 


Articte 1. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

Art 2. The Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the mem- 
bers present, by private ballot. 

Arr. 3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, 
but any member not satisfied with his decision may appeal, pro- 
vided that appeal be made on the saime day, but at no subsequent 
time. > 

Art. 4. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of 
speaking as other members, but not to vote, unless his vote be neces- 

to decide the question. If he rise to speak he shall call on 
some brother to take the chair. 

Arr. 5. All questions brought before the Association shall be in- 
troduced by motion, and, if seconded, shall be open for discussion 
unless withdrawn by the mover or his second. When a subject 
has been taken up and a reasonable time allowed for discussion. the 
Moderator shall take the question by yeas and nays ; and, if a call 
for a division be made, it shall be decided by the members rising. 

Art. 6. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address 
the Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at 
the same time, who shall not be interrupted while speaking; unless 
he depart from the subject or make personal reflections. 

Arr. 7. No person shall speak more than once upon any subject 
until all who wish to ek shall have had an opportunity, nor 
more than twice upon any subject, without permission, 

Art. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be first de- 
cided before another shall be offered, unless it be laid over by mo- 
tion, with the consent of the mover and Association. 

Art. 9. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a ma 
jority of the members present, except in the reception of churches, 
then a unanimous vote shall be required. “But in no case shall 
one member or church prevent the reception of a church without 
sufficient cause shown, which shall be determined by a majority.” 

Art. 10. The names of members shall be called whenever the 
Asseciation shall direct, and the absentees marked. Any member 
wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

Art. 11. The appellation of “brother” shall be used by the 
members in addressing each other, 

Art. 12. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to 
be reproved by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach 
shall have been made. 

Art. 13. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules 
when a majority may deem it necessary.
